Kensington  Applied  to  Raze  Century-Old  Gaiety

Kensington  Investment 
Company  applied  November  24 
for  a  demolition  permit  to  take 
down  the  nearly  century-old 
Gaiety  Theatre. 

But  zoning  protecting  the¬ 
aters  might  prevent  the  issuing 
of  the  demolition  permit.  In 
addition,  lawsuits  could  halt 
Kensington's  plans  to  build  an 


apartment  tower  at  the  site  of 
the  Gaiety. 

Boston  Inspectional  Services 
Department  is  reviewing  the 
permit  application  and  has  30 
days  to  decide  on  the  fate  of  the 
theater,  which  was  built  in  1908 
by  Clarence  Blackall,  designer  of 
the  Wang  and  Colonial  Theatre.

33  Edinboro  St.  once  housed 
one  of  Chinatown's  most  popu¬ 
lar  restaurants,  the  Dynasty.

in  2002  due  to  health  code  vio¬ 
lations  and  bankruptcy,  Boston 
Inspectional  Services  last  week 
boarded  up  and  sealed  the 
building,  which  for  years  had 
been  left  as  a  spray-painted 
eyesore  on  Edinboro  Street. 

"It's  a  violation  against  the 
state  building  code  to  have  an 
unsafe  and  open  dangerous

Residents  Should  Attend  Dec.  14 
Biodefense  Lab  Hearing 


The  Boston 

Redevelopment  Authority's 
board  will  hold  a  hearing 
for  Boston  University's  pro¬ 
posed  biodefense  laboratory 
and  the  BioSquare  campus 
on  December  14  at  2  p.m.  in 
the  Kane  Simonian  Board 
Room  in  City  Hall's  ninth 
floor.  Residents  -  whether 
for  or  against  this  project  - 
are  urged  to  attend. 

If  the  BRA's  board 
approves  the  so-called 
National  BioContainment 
Lab,  which  has  the  backing 
of  Mayor  Menino,  the  city 
agency  would  be  giving  the 
university  the  go-ahead  to 
construct  a  mostly  federal¬ 
ly-funded  biodefense  labo¬ 
ratory  that  would  bring  the 
world's  deadliest,  most 
incurable  diseases  such  as 
Ebola  to  the  densely  popu¬ 
lated  South  End  neighbor¬ 
hood. 

A  "yes"  vote  by  the  BRA 
would  be  of  little  surprise: 
The  city  agency  already 
documented  its  support  for 
the  project  in  memos  from 


February  and  April  of  2003, 
well  before  many  people 
knew  anything  about  BU's 
proposal. 

But  even  those  who  fear 
that  this  project  is  a  done 
deal  should  still  come  out 
and  make  their  voices 
heard,  because,  despite 
what  some  city  and  BU  offi¬ 
cials  say,  this  lab,  for  better 
or  for  worse,  is  a  big  deal. 

*The  federal  govern¬ 
ment,  which  will  pay  $128 
million  for  the  lab's  con¬ 
struction,  wants  the  lab  for 
primarily  biodefense  pur¬ 
poses.  This  means  the  lab 
would  be  primarily  study¬ 
ing  biological  agents  that 
could  be  weapons  of  terror 
(such  as  anthrax),  not  com¬ 
mon  public  health  threats 
(such  as  AIDS). 

*The  facility  would  be 
home  to  one  of  the  nation's 
largest  "level  4"  lab  suites 
(level  4  is  the  highest  level 
of  biological  containment). 
Only  a  handful  of  such  labs 
exist  in  the  nation,  and  one 
of  the  most  well-known 


level  4  lab  suites  is  at  Ft. 
Detrick  military  base  in 
Maryland,  where  many  sus¬ 
pect  the  anthrax  used  in  the 
letter  attacks  of  2001  origi¬ 
nated. 

*Many  fear  that  the  lab 
could  endanger  residents  if 
there  were  an  accidental  or 
deliberate  escape  of  a  dead¬ 
ly  pathogen.  What  psycho¬ 
logical  effect  will  the  facility 
have  on  its  South  End  and 
Roxbury  neighbors  who 
would  be  reminded  of  the 
Ebola  and  anthrax  being 
studied  next  door  every 
time  the  nation  raises  its  ter¬ 
ror  alert  level? 

If  you  think  the  project  is 
a  good  idea,  attend  the 
December  14  hearing.  If  you 
oppose  it  and  fear  it  could 
bring  more  danger  than 
safety,  do  the  same.  In  num¬ 
bers,  let  city  officials  know 
what  you  think  before  this 
project  calls  your  city  home. 
This  lab  might  really  be  a 
done  deal,  but  the  re-elec¬ 
tion  of  your  city  office  hold¬ 
ers  is  not.

building,"  said  an 
Inspectional  Services 
investigator  who  was  at 
the  scene. 

"He  doesn't  care  about 
the  building,  obviously," 
said  the  investigator,  refer¬ 
ring  to  Wilson  Lee,  who 
ran  the  Dynasty  until  2002. 
The  Edinboro  Group,  Lee's 
corporation  that  owned  the 
restaurant,  is  still  in 
Chapter  7  bankruptcy.  Lee 
did  not  return  a  phone  call 
request  for  comment. 

According  to 
Inspectional  Services 
spokesperson  Lisa 
Timberlake,  the  depart¬ 
ment  had  received  com¬ 
plaints  that  people  were 
living  in  the  building. 

When  Inspectional 
Services  officers  investigat-

ed,  they  found  nobody  in 
the  building,  said 
Timberlake.  "However, 
there  was  evidence  there 
were  people  in  there  at  one 
time,  meaning  the  smell  of 
urine  and  human  feces." 

On  November  24, 
Inspectional  Services  offi¬ 
cers  cut  locks  on  the  build¬ 
ing's  doors,  which  were 
covered  with  graffiti,  so 
they  could  inspect  the 
building.  As  the  officials 
entered  the  former  restau¬ 
rant,  a  strong  odor  of  urine 
was  present. 

"It  stinks  in  there,"  said 
one  official.  "It's  not  just 
urine;  it's  fecal  matter, 
everything." 

According  to 
Inspectional  Services  offi¬ 
cers  who  were  at  the  scene 
that  day,  Lee  had  not 
returned  their  phone  calls 
requesting  he  seal  up  the 
building. 

"We  attempted  to  con¬ 
tact  the  owner  and  he  did 
not  respond,"  said 
Timberlake,  "so,  therefore, 
we  boarded  the  building." 

No  one  was  found  in 
the  former  restaurant 
immediately  before  city 
officials  and  members  of 
the  Suffolk  County  Sheriff 
Community  Works 
Program  began  boarding  it 
up  last  Wednesday. 

Wilson  Lee  will  be 
required  to  repay  the  city 
for  the  labor  and  adminis¬

trative  costs  of  sealing  the 
building,  said  Inspectional 
Services  officers. 
According  to  Timberlake, 
Inspectional  Services  had 
placed  a  $3,500  lien  on  the 
property.

have  plagued  Edinboro 
Street  in  recent  years. 
Families  who  live  in  a  sub¬ 
sidized  apartment  building 
at  21  Edinboro  St.,  which  is 
owned  by  Wilson  Lee  and 
his  father,  Huey  Lee, 
recently  told  the  Sampan 
that  they  fear  entering  and 
exiting  their  home,  espe¬ 
cially  at  night.  As  the 
Dynasty  was  being  board¬ 
ed  up,  passersby  described 
life  on  the  neglected  street 
and  said  they  were  pleased 
to  see  city  officials  taking 
action. 

"I  couldn't  imagine  liv¬ 
ing  down  here,"  said  a 
man  who  works  on 
Edinboro  Street  and 
declined  to  give  his  name. 
He  said  drug  use  on  the 
street  is  rampant.

endanger"  and  "impair 
health  and  safety  of  occu¬ 
pants." 

According  to  violation 
reports,  the  21  Edinboro  St. 
building  has  "major  water 
damage,  holes  and  mold," 
and  "many  tenants"  com¬ 
plain  of  poor  drainage  in 
the  bathtubs  and  showers. 

The  property  is  owned 
by  Huey  Lee  and  Wilson 
Lee,  who  owns  the 
Dynasty,  and  is  managed 
by  L.E.  Smith. 

The  inspection  of  the 
12-unit  apartment  building 
came  after  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association 
urged  Inspectional  Services 
to  check  out  the  property 
and  after  the  Sampan  pub¬ 
lished  a  story  detailing  the 
problems  at  the  building. 

In  response  to  the  viola¬ 
tions,  Nena  Price  of  L.E. 
Smith  Management  wrote 
to  Inspectional  Services  on 
November  23,  stating  that 
the  leaking  ceilings  and 
water  damage  would  be 
fixed  in  three  weeks. 

According  to  the  letter, 
the  management  company 
feels  the  bathroom 
drainage  problems  are 
"minor." 

Despite  the  problems  of 
water  damage,  leaks,  mold 
and  nonfunctioning  drains 
at  21  Edinboro  St., 
MassHousing  approved  a 
proposed  10%  rent 
increase  on  November  22 
on  the  condition  that  it 
would  take  effect  after  the 
needed  roof  and  ceiling 
repairs  are  made.  But  this 
week,  MassHousing  post¬ 
poned  the  decision  on  the 
rent  increase  to  allow  for  a 
meeting  with  management, 
Wilson  Lee  and  tenants. 
Rents  have  consistently 
gone  up  at  the  apartment 
complex  since  2000.  In 
2000,  rents  were  raised  by 
20%;  in  2001,  9%;  and  in 


2003, 10%. 

Karen  Chen  of  the 
Chinese  Progressive 
Association  said  she  was 
shocked  when 
MassHousing  first  decided 
to  approve  the  rent 
increase,  but  was  relieved 
when  she  found  out  it 
would  be  postponed. 

The  Chinese 
Progressive  Association 
has  been  working  with  ten¬ 
ants  to  halt  the  rent 
increase  because  they  did¬ 
n't  feel  the  management 
company  adequately 
explained  the  need  for  it. 

L.E.  Smith  has  said  the 
rent  increase  is  needed 
because  of  rising  costs  of 
oil,  insurance  and  health 
insurance  for  employees. 

As  for  the  promise  of 
repairs  at  the  building, 
Chen  said  she  fears  they 
will  be  thorough. 

"I  think  what's  going  to 
happen  is  they're  going  to 
do  a  half-asked  job,"  she 
said. 

Reviews  of  the  building 
by  MassHousing,  the 
state's  lending  agency  for 
subsidized  housing,  shows 
a  history  of  ongoing  prob¬ 
lems  at  the  building.  In 
2000,  2001  and  2002,  the 
apartment  complex  failed 
MassHousing  standards

Tire  Dept.  Says 
Properties  Are  Not 
Fire  Hazards 

Two  Chinatown 
landowners  will  appear  at 
Boston  Housing  Court  this 
month  in  civil  cases  with 
the  Boston  Fire 
Department. 

Kensington  Investment 
Company,  which  owns  the 
Gaiety  Theatre  building  at 
665  Washington,  will 
make  a  court  appearance 
on  December  8  for  failing 
to  install  sprinklers  in  the 
vacant  building  as 
required  by  state  law. 
David  Wong  will  appear 
in  court  on  December  15 
for  failing  to  install  an 
upgraded  fire  alarm  sys¬ 
tem  at  some  of  his  build¬ 


ings  along  Beach  and 
Washington  Streets, 
including  the  Empire 
Garden  Restaurant. 

Boston  Fire 

Department  officials  have 
said  that  the  two  locations 
are  not  fire  hazards. 

The  fire  department 
filed  a  criminal  complaint 
against  Kensington  in 
October  of  2003  for  the 
lack  of  sprinklers  at  the 
Gaiety  Theatre  building, 
but  later  transferred  the 
case  to  civil  after  learning 
that  Kensington  planned 
to  demolish  the  building 
and  replace  it  with  an 
apartment  tower. 

As  part  of  the  agree¬ 
ment  to  transfer  the  case 
from  criminal  to  civil, 
Kensington  was  to  demol¬ 
ish  the  building  by  March 


31  of  this  year.  But  so  far, 
no  demolition  has  taken 
place  (Kensington  just 
applied  for  a  demolition 
permit  on  November  24). 

As  for  David  Wong's 
properties,  the  Boston  Fire 
Department  in  February  of 
this  year  filed  seven  crimi¬ 
nal  complaints  against 
Wong  for  problems  with 
smoke  alarms  and  detec¬ 
tors  and  sprinkler  systems 
at  680  to  690  Washington 
St.,  Knapp  Street,  and  7 
Beach  St.  Wong  owns 
much  of  the  block  bound¬ 
ed  by  Beach,  Washington, 
Knapp  and  Kneeland 
Streets.  He  could  not  be 
reached  for  comment. 

As  in  the  Kensington 
suit,  Wong's  criminal  com¬ 
plaints  were  also  trans-

Blackall's  1908  Gaiety  Theatre 
Might  Be  Demolished  Soon 


Gaiety 
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department  will  issue  the 
demolition  permit,  but 
officials  had  earlier  recog¬ 
nized  that  it  could  be 
denied  because  a  zoning 
clause  protects  theaters  in 
the  Midtown  Cultural 
District,  where  the  Gaiety 
is  located. 

The  clause  in  zoning 
Article  38  states  that  the 
Inspectional  Services 
Department  "shall  not 
issue  a  change  of  use  or 
occupancy  permit  for  any 
theater  within  the 
Midtown  Cultural  District 
Plan,"  except  under  certain 
conditions.  Kensington 
has  denied  the  clause 
applies  to  the  Gaiety. 

In  a  move  to  buy  time 
for  the  Gaiety,  theater 
preservationists  immedi¬ 
ately  filed  a  temporary 
restraining  order  at  Boston 
Housing  Court,  which 
could  prevent  Inspectional 
Services  from  granting  a 
demolition  permit.  They 
also  wrote  letters  to 
Inspectional  Services  chal¬ 
lenging  the  legality  of 


issuing  such  a  permit.  A 
letter  that  the  Boston 
Redevelopment 
Authority's  director,  Mark 
Maloney,  sent  to 
Inspectional  Services  on 
November  23  says 
Inspectional  Services  has 
the  BRA's  OK  to  issue  the 
permit.  In  addition, 
Kensington  has  said  it  has 
"all  major  discretionary 
approvals"  needed  to 
build  its  30-story  apart¬ 
ment  tower  at  665 
Washington  St.  where  the 
Gaiety  is  located.

The  order  was 
issued  by  Inspectional 
Services  on  September  3 
after  Kensington  was 
caught  removing  windows 
and  roofing  material  that 
it  was  not  permitted  to 
remove.  Kensington  was 
also  cited  by  Inspectional 
Services  in  September  for 
"unsafe  maintenance" 
because  water  was  in  the 
basement  of  the  Gaiety.

Might  Close  Yue  Lung 


Yue  Lung  was  closed  on  Tuesday.

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when  he  was  attacked  on 
November  16  at  5  p.m.  at 
his  Chinatown  store,  Yue 
Lung. 

According  to  his  daugh¬ 
ter,  Li  is  not  certain  if  he 
wants  to  keep  the  business 
because  he  is  afraid  of 
being  attacked  again.  He  is 
worried  about  the  lack  of 
safety  in  Chinatown,  said 
his  daughter. 

Yue  Lung  opened  last 
May.  Earlier  this  week, 
signs  were  posted  on  the 
store's  entrance  that  sug¬ 


gested  a  going-out-of-busi- 
ness  sale  has  occurred. 

Li's  daughter  said  that 
when  Li  was  attacked,  he 
struggled  to  get  help 
because  he  speaks  no 
English  and  is  hearing- 
impaired.  Though  he  was 
accompanied  by  another 
Chinese-speaking  person, 
Niu  Lang,  who  tried  to 
help,  Lang  also  spoke  no 
English  and  was  not  able 
to  dial  9-1-1.  Both  men  are 
elderly. 

According  to  the  police 
report,  Li  and  Lang 
"informed  officers  with 
physical  gestures  that  Mr. 


Li  had  been  stabbed." 
Eventually,  passersby 
assisted  with  translation. 

Boston  Police  officers 
say  they  have  few  details 
about  the  suspects,  except 
that  they  are  two  unknown 
black  males. 

"The  details  are  still 
kind  of  sketchy,"  said 
Officer  Dave  Saddler  at  the 
December  1  Chinatown 
Safety  Committee  meeting. 

According  to  police,  the 
stabbing  follows  two  rob¬ 
beries  of  other  businesses 
nearby  on  Tyler  Street  in 
October  and  November.

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RANDOM  RESTAURANT  REVIEW 


The  Secrets  of  East  Ocean  City's  Excellent  Seafood 


By  Dennis  The 

Today  we  are  reviewing 
a  classic.  We  are  reviewing  a 
restaurant  that  has  stood  the 
test  of  time  and  has  been  a 
model  of  consistency  since  it 
opened.  The  restaurant  I  am 
talking  about  is,  of  course. 
East  Ocean  City. 

East  Ocean  City  is 
known  primarily  for  its 
excellent  seafood.  This  is 
evident  the  minute  you 
walk  in  and  are  greeted  by 
aquariums  containing  fresh, 
live  fish,  lobster  and  shrimp, 
and  more. 

You  will  be  hard-pressed 
to  find  another  Chinese 
restaurant  that  serves  fresh¬ 
er  or  tastier  seafood.  To  get 
the  most  out  of  your  East 
Ocean  City  seafood  experi¬ 
ence,  it  would  be  best  to  go 
in  larger  parties,  so  that  you 
can  sample  a  wide  variety  of 
dishes. 

By  now  you  might  be 
saying  to  yourself,  "Yeah, 
yeah,  tell  me  something  I 
don't  know." 

Well,  this  is  where  this 
review  will  come  in  handy. 
A  lot  of  seafood  and  non¬ 
seafood  specials  are  not  list¬ 
ed  in  the  English  menu  but, 
rather,  are  listed  in  their 
Chinese  menu  and  some¬ 
times  are  not  even  listed  on 
any  menu.  So  unless  you 
can  read  traditional  Chinese 
characters  or  know  what 
you  want,  you'll  need  some 
help  finding  these  "secret" 


dishes,  such  as  the  follow¬ 
ing: 

*Fresh  live  shrimp  that  is 
pulled  right  from  the  aquar¬ 
ium  and  then  steamed  to 
retain  its  natural  juices  ($23 
per  pound  for  small  shrimp 
and  $30  per  pound  for  large) 

*The  two-course  giant 
clam  dinner  that  has  the  foot 
of  the  clam  served  raw  and 
the  body  made  into  soup 
($23.30  per  pound) 

*The  Fresh  Alaskan  King 
Crab,  which  is  cooked  to 
order  but  is  seasonal  (win¬ 
ter)  ($30  per  pound).  You 
can  have  the  legs  cooked 
differently  from  the  body 
(legs  stir-fried  and  the  body 
steamed). 

*Whole  Cod  Fish,  which 
is  seasonal  (winter  only  and 
$13  per  pound). 

*The  whole  live  frogs 
that  are  also  cooked  to  order 
and  are  killed  on  the  spot 
(you  won't  see  the  execu¬ 
tion),  making  them  very 
fresh.  You  can  have  the 
frogs  cooked  a  variety  of 
ways,  sliced  up  and  spicy- 
salty  on  shredded  lettuce  or 
cooked  in  a  clay  pot  with 
whole  cloves  of  garlic 
($19.95  and  $18.95,  respec¬ 
tively).  I  personally  favor 
the  spicy-salty  combination. 

Of  course,  for  the  less 
adventurous,  some  of  the 
more  regular  choices 
include  fried  squid  with 
spicy  salt  ($9.95);  fish 
steamed  with  ginger  or  scal-
